‘The public 
voice must 
be heard’ 


THE people of Newmarket 
should be able to have their 
say on the applications for 
supermarkets proposed for 
the town. 

That is the message for 
Forest Heath District Council 
bosses who want to hold two 
out of the three decision¬ 
making meetings in private. 

Morrisons, Asda, Tesco 
and Sainsbury's have all 
submitted bids for stores, 
which will be decided 
together at an extraordinary 
meeting on May 22. 

However the preliminary 
meetings will be private, 
with a formal briefing for 
committee members on April 
24 and a presentation by 
applicants on May 9. 

Calls for the meetings to 
be held in public were made 
by members of Newmarket 
Town Council on Monday. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys said:

“It remains that the first 
two meetings will be for 
councillors only and the last 
will be for the public. I think 
that is a real shame.” 

His sentiments were 
echoed by Cllr Peter Hulbert 
who said: “Whatever we do 
on this, if we don’t have the 
public there you will get 
people coming back to you 
with complaints.” 

Cllr Keith Bovill proposed 
writing to district council to 
express their concerns. 

He said: “I think with all 
the mistrust issues that have 
gone on recentiy, I think it’s 
important for people to be 
able to sit and listen to what 
is going.” 

A spokesperson for Forest 
Heath said: “The reason that 
the meetings are for members 
only is to ensure that, as 


decision makers, they are 
fully briefed on national and 
local planning policy and the 
requirements on developers 
in putting their case forward. 

“The members will not be 
able to question developers, 
only hear from them. The 
full debate will take place in 
public on May 22.” 

The applications on the 
table are for a bigger Tesco in 
Fordham Road, a Sainsbury’s 
on the George Fambton 
Playing Fields, an Asda 
behind Fitzroy Stables and 
Morrisons in Exning Road.

Normal opening for Easter 
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Ban handed 
to head lad 
after assault 


A RACING worker has 
been banned for a year 
from every licensed 
premises in England and 
Wales following a violent 
attack in a pub. 

Andrew O’Connor, 
known within the racing 
industry as Irish Andy, 
broke his victim’s nose 
and inflicted facial 
bruising in the incident 
on August 8 last year. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
heard yesterday how, 
with a single blow to 
the face, O’Connor 
knocked Nasrullah Khan 
to the ground and then 
stamped on him. 

The attack took place 
inside the Waggon and 
Horses pub in High 
Street, Newmarket, 
shortly before 10pm, 
said prosecutor Michael 
Crimp. 

O’Connor, 37, of 
Nimbus Way, in 
Newmarket, who has

worked in racing for 14 
years and is now a head 
lad, pleaded guilty to 
assault causing actual 
bodily harm. 

In addition to the 
licensed premises ban, 
which includes pubs, 
bars, clubs and 
restaurants, O’Connor 
was sentenced to 14 
months’ imprisonment 
suspended for 12 months. 

He must also pay Mr 
Khan £600 compensation 
and £1,000 towards the 
costs of the prosecution. 

The court heard how 
O’Connor had drunk 12 
pints of cider on the night 
of the incident and had 
little recollection of what 
took place. 

However CCTV footage 
taken from inside the pub 
showed the attack. 

Declan Gallagher, 
mitigating, said O’Connor 


had expressed genuine 
remorse and the 
attack had not been 
premeditated. 

O’Connor had no 
previous convictions for 
violence and the incident 
was said to have been 
“out of character”. 

Mr Gallager said there 
may have been a degree 
of provocation involving 
Mr Khan who had gone 
“face to face” with the 
defendant a short while 
earlier. 

Sentencing him, Judge 
Rupert Overbury told 
O’Connor: “This can be 
viewed, in my judgment, 
as an isolated incident.” 

Judge Overbury said 
that aggravating factors 
included the fact the 
incident took place 
in a public place, that 
O’Connor had been so 
drunk and the possibility 
there was a degree of 
provocation involved.

Scrub cleared to let 
the flowers grow 


AN IMPORTANT natural 
monument has been cleared of 
suffocating scrub. 

Work has been carried out 
to remove scrub growing on 
Devil's Dyke, a 7.5-mile ditch 
which stretches from Reach to 
Woodditton. 

The man-made dyke was 
declared a Special Site of Scientific 
Interest (SSSI) as it hosts rare 
plants such as purple milk-vetch 
and the chalkhill blue butterfly. 

A spokesman for Natural England 



said: "This rich and beautiful 
habitat needs open areas to 
flourish, so the landowners have 
been clearing the scrub to prevent 
the grassland species being shaded 
out. 

"Devil's Dyke is also a Scheduled 
Monument and removing the scrub 
helps prevent roots damaging its 
structure. 

"The Dyke remains one of the 
few areas in Cambridgeshire 
still supporting this diversity of 
species."

Sniff - and help 
stop drug trade 


DO you recognise the smell of 
cannabis? 

Members of the public will 
receive ‘scratch and sniff cards 
through their letter boxes which 
replicate the smell of cannabis 
in its growing state to help them 
identify cannabis factories 
concealed in residential areas. 

Crimestoppers and the police 
have teamed up to combat 
cannabis cultivation after a 15 
per cent increase in the number 
of factories in 2011 and 2012. 

Over the past two years 46 
farms have been identified in 
Suffolk. 

Robin Pivett, controlled 
drug liaison officer for Suffolk 
Police, said: “If you grow only 
one cannabis plant it is still 
illegal but we are focusing 
our resources on large scale 
operations. 

“There is a massive profit 
margin for people who are doing 
this. We hope that when people 
are going about their daily life, 
at work or socialising, they will

recognise the smell and they 
will phone Crimestoppers.” 

The production of cannabis is 
not only dangerous to people’s 
health but can also have a 
negative effect on safety as 
growers often divert electricity 
away from the main grid which 
can cause fires due to faulty 
wiring. 

Mr Pivett added: “We are 
relying on the public to be our 
eyes and ears and to report 
anything suspicious to us.” 

The UK National Problem 
Profile report on Commercial 
Cannabis Cultivation produced 
in 2012 identified that 
commercial or industrial 
properties are being used less 
and there has been a significant 
move towards residential 
dwellings over multiple sites to 
grow cannabis plants. 

Lord Ashcroft, founder and 
chairman of Crimestoppers, 


said: “Cannabis farms grow 
more than just drugs. 

“Those who are cultivating 
cannabis tend to be involved 
in other areas of crime and are 
often involved in related gang 
crime and other violent crimes 
involving firearms. 

“These individuals use 
violence and intimidation to 
carry out these crimes and 
endanger the lives of those 
around them. 

“We want to help put an end 
to this and the funding that 
cultivation provides to serious 
organised crimes like human 
trafficking and gun crime.” 

Supplying cannabis, which 
is a Class B drug, can lead to a 
14-year prison sentence. 

Anyone with information is 
asked to call Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111 
or go to www. crimestoppers-uk. 
org. 

Tips will be treated 
anonymously and callers will 
not have to appear in court.

Jacqui Baldwin, 
mitigating, said 
Taylor, who was 
a self-employed 
builder, carried out 
the "impulsive" theft 
because he was very 
worried about his 
finances. 

Ms Baldwin added: 
"The last two years 
he has been getting 
jobs ad hoc and it 
has been absolutely 
horrendous." 

Magistrates ordered 
Taylor, of Downing 
Court, in Swaffham 
Bulbeck, to undertake 
40 hours of unpaid 
work in the community. 

He was also ordered 
to pay £145 of costs to 
the court.

It was pure animal magic 


I WRITE in response to the 
letter last week from James 
Killick under the heading 'How 
decisions are made'. 

Mr Killick erroneously states 
that Newmarket Town Council's 
development and planning 
committee (D&P) is practically 
a sub-committee of the Save 
Historic Newmarket Action 
Group (SHNAG). 

Newmarket Town Council 
D&P is made up of 15 people, 
only three of whom have had 
connections with SHNAG - a 
local action group formed 
in 2008 to 'Save Historic 
Newmarket' from such blights 
as expensive ultra-modern flats 
built in the conservation area, 
with no financial contribution 
whatsoever to Newmarket and 
Lord Derby's Hatchfield Farm 
urban extension proposal. I 
suggest that three out of 15 
members is hardly "practically a 
sub-committee of SHNAG". 

Secondly, Mr Killick alleges 


that members of the D&P "were 
confronted by a roomful of 
objectors to proposals" (to build 
soccer pitches on stud land off 
Exning Road) and "NTC has 
never yet been prepared to 
oppose objectors whatever the 
planning reasons". Again Mr 
Killick has got his facts wrong. 

In the past, I have been in a 
room full of objectors, as one of 
the objectors, when the town 
council D&P did exactly that! 

The democratic process 
rightly affords the D&P the 
opportunity to listen both to 
local residents supporting or 
objecting to applications, which 
it did. The D&P makes decisions 
based upon material planning 
considerations. Incidentally, 
applications for housing to be 
built in Exning do not come 
before the town council.

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Truckers 
rapped for 
below-par 
driving 

LORRY drivers were caught 
steering with their knees 
and watching TV while 
driving during a week-long 
police crackdown. 

Two hundred offences 
were recorded on Suffolk, 
Essex and Norfolk’s roads 
last week as officers handed 
out around £12,000 worth 
of fines. 

Using an unmarked lorry, 
officers patrolled dual 
carriageways to detect road 
traffic offences, where the 
officer in the lorry would 
witness the offence and 
record it on video before a 
pursuing team of two police 
cars and two motorcycles 
would pull the vehicle over. 

Sgt Paul Ward, of the 
Casualty Reduction Team, 
said: “This was a very 
successful operation with 
a number of drivers dealt 
with for a range of offences. 

“However, the figures 
do reflect the fact that a 
disappointing amount of 
people have the wrong 
attitudes when they are 
behind the wheel of a heavy 
goods vehicle. 

“We will continue to 
educate lorry drivers about 
the dangers to keep our 
roads safe for all users.” 

Of the 200 offences 
recorded, 128 drivers were 
not wearing seatbelts, while 
35 were using a phone.

We will improve, insists 
primary school’s head

WE are committed to making our 
school great - that’s the message 
from a Newmarket primary school 
which was told by Ofsted inspectors 
that it needs to improve. 

Paddocks Primary School, 
in Rochfort Avenue, has been 
classified as ’requires improvement’ 
by inspectors from the schools 
watchdog who visited in February. 

The ranking, which is the third out 
of four, is the same grade the school 
received at a previous inspection 
in 2011, as the former ’satisfactory’ 
rating has been reclassified as 
’requires improvement'. 

The school was rated ’requires 
improvement’ in three out of 
four categories - achievement of 
pupils, the quality of teaching and 
leadership and management - while

the behaviour and safety of pupils 
was rated as good. 

Headmaster Gerry Sexton said: 
“Myself and my governors are 
committed to making the school 
great. 


“We are putting an action plan in 
place to deal with the issues from the 
report. 

“We will share it with parents 
and the action plan, along with 
the school development plan, are 
focused on improvement.” 

Mr Sexton, who has been at the 
helm for 13 years, said: “One of the 
things I took from the reports is it says 
there has been much improvement 
since the last one. 

“We all want to improve. There are 
a lot of things going on at the school 
which are very positive.” 

In the report, lead inspector 
Robert Greatrex said the standard of 
teaching was good but ’’ inconsistent”. 

The report stated: “The quality 
of teaching seen during the 
inspection varied from inadequate 
to outstanding. 

“Overall, three-quarters of teaching 


is good or better, an improvement 
since the last inspection.” 

Attainment levels were described 
as below average for the county and 
progress in reading, writing and 
mathematics had slowed in Years 
Three and Four. 

The behaviour of the pupils was 
rated as ‘good’ by inspectors, who 
said: “Paddocks is a very harmonious 
community with a real ’family-feel’ 
because all, staff and pupils alike, 
show respect for one another.” 

The report also found leadership 
and management required improve¬ 
ment but said the school has 
recruited high quality teachers who 
have helped. 

Ofsted inspectors will return to 
Paddocks Primary School in six 
weeks to check on its progress and 
see if the proposed action plan is 
acceptable.

Care providers 
Tailing patients’ 


A HOSPITAL service for people 
with mental health problems 
and a care service for vulnerable 
people are failing to care for 
their patients adequately, 
according to a health watchdog. 

Beech House, a hospital 
service for people with mental 
or learning disabilities and drug 
addicts based in Fordham Road, 
is failing to meet the needs of 
individual patients, involve 
them in their care, protect them 
from the risk of inappropriate 
care or provide enough staff to 
look after them. 

Inspectors from the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) 
paid an unannounced visit to 
the facility in December and 
have now published a report 
on their findings, which require 
Beech House to improve or face 
further action. 

In the report, an inspector said 
patients’ views and experiences 
were not always taken into 
account which meant their 
human rights were not being 
recognised. 

He said: “Patients do not 
experience care, treatment and 
support that meet their needs 
and protect their rights. 

“Care and treatment was not 
planned and delivered in a way

that ensured patients safety and 
welfare. 

“We found that there was not 
enough qualified, skilled and 
experienced staff to support 
patients right to authorised 
leave.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
Huntercombe Group, which 
runs the facility and is part of 
the Four Seasons enterprise, 
said improvements have been 
made since the visit. 

She said: “There are many 
positive aspects to the 
CQC report including 
that patients who 
use the service are 
protected from 
the risk of abuse 
by robust and 
detailed action 
plans. 

“Our priority at 
Beech House is to 
ensure the welfare and 
appropriate care of patients 
and we are confident that they 
are being looked after safely.” 

She said the majority of 
recommendations have been 
addressed and work was being 
done to make sure patients were 
more closely involved in their 


reviews. 

Another service under 
scrutiny is Borders Home Care, 
based in Newmarket Hospital, 
which cares for vulnerable 
people. 

Inspectors visited the facility 
last month and found that 
people were “not fully protected 
against the risks associated 
with medicines” because 
“appropriate arrangements” 
were not in place. 

Inspectors said: “People were 
cared for by staff who were 
supported to deliver care and 
treatment safely. However 
staff training was not up 
to date so we could 
not be assured.” 

A spokesman 
for Suffolk 

County Council, 
which looks after 
the home said: 
‘We very much 
acknowledge the 
comments made by the 
CQC and have already drawn 
up an action plan to improve 
processes. 

“We have worked with the 
CQC, who have welcomed the 
improvements made, and will 
be meeting them again in fune 
as part of ongoing monitoring.”

Raising the roof 


Crowds watch as Burwell's historic mill 
is lifted off as part of restoration project

A GRADE II listed mill has lost its roof as 
part of a £420,000 restoration project. 

More than 50 people watched 
open mouthed as the 65-tonne crane 
wrenched the roof off Burwell Mill on 
Wednesday morning. 

The 19th century mill has been out of 
action for more than 30 years and the 
sails are unable to turn as the cap roof 
has become stuck. 

To get the mill back to working order, 
the cap was removed for restoration at 
ground level and a temporary roof was 
put in its place. 

Jane Phillimore, project leader, said: 
“It was absolutely great. Lots of people 
came to watch, including children from 
the Burwell Montessori School, which 
was lovely. 

“Everything went magnificentiy. The 
replacement roof is now on and every¬ 
body is very pleased with it all.” 

The mill will be restored to its former 
glory as part of the ‘Fresh Wind in Our 
Sails' project, which is funded by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund.

We don’t 
need more 
houses, say 
councillors 


PLANS for the construction of 
nearly 100 homes on the edge of 
a rural village have been criticised 
by residents. 

Kentford Developments has 
submitted an application for 98 
homes with garages on the 16- 
acre Kentford Lodge site, between 
Herringswell Road and Bury Road. 

The majority of the market 
homes would have four or 
five bedrooms while six 
of the properties would 
have three bedrooms. 

Of the 30 affordable 
homes, there will 
be 14 two-bed, nine 
three-bed and one 
four-bed home along 
with six one-bed flats. 

The plans include 
an outline bid for 579 
square metres of office 
space. 

David Barker, of Evolution 
Town Planning which is acting 
for the applicant, said in a letter: 
“Kentford is a primary village with 
a range of services and a good 
employment base. 

“It has been identified in the 
Forest Heath District Council core 
strategy as a village suitable for 
housing development of the scale 
proposed.” 

However, Kennett Parish Council 
voiced strong objections to the 
plans as they said there was more 
than enough housing in the area.

In a letter to the district council, 
parish clerk Jackie Hughes said 
there was already a bid for 133 
homes to built across the road 
at Meddler Stud and a third 
application was in the pipeline 
for the Abacus Cards site, in 
Gazeley Road, which has 
not yet been submitted. 
The parish council 
has asked all three 
bids be considered 
together, similar to 
the stance taken on 
the four supermarket 
applications for 
Newmarket. 

Mrs Hughes said: 
‘If all three were given 
approval, it would 
certainly be unsustainable 
our view.” 

The main objections were on 
the grounds of traffic, lack of car 
parking space at Kennett station, 
insufficient primary school places 
and lack of employment. 

She said new homes at Red Lodge 
means the area has sufficient 
housing and a recent development 
at Farrier’s Grange is “struggling to 
sell houses”. 

The plans will be decided by 
Forest Heath District Council’s 
development control committee 
at a later date.

After years of struggling with his speech, Jonathan Mitchell has 
finally found his voice. 

With his future looking bright, he now wants to help others beat 
‘the monster in their mouth’. Interview by Alice Ryan. 


H OLDING the phone to his ear, 

listening hard to the voice at the 
end of the line, lonathan 
Mitchell tried to speak - but no words 
came. His chest was tight, his tongue 
stiff, his lips totally rigid. He was 
battling a stammer. And it felt like he 
was losing. 

“I was about 18. I’d been out with 
friends and I wanted to order a taxi 
home,” recounts Jonathan. 

“I dialled the number, but when 
they picked up I froze; I couldn’t get a 
word out. So I ended up hanging up - 
and walking the five miles back to my 
parents’ house in Harston. Five miles 

“At the time it was really upsetting. 

I felt too ashamed to tell anyone, so I 
kept it to myself. It’s hard to explain 
to someone who doesn’t stammer, but 
everything seizes up: your mouth, your 
tongue, your palate, your lips. And you 
feel as if you can’t catch your breath, as 
if you haven’t the breath to be able to 
make a sound. 

“It’s extremely, extremely frustrating. 
Sometimes I’ve felt so angry, so full of 
tension, that I’ve unleashed an actual 
scream of frustration. You know what 
you want to say - but you feel like 
you’ve got no voice.” 

To hear Jonathan speaking today 
- calm, composed and incredibly 
eloquent - it’s hard to believe he was 
ever so tongue-tied. “I have come 
a very long way If I were to revisit 
myself as a 13-year-old boy, I’d be 
amazed at the transformation. I don’t 
often think about it but, looking back, I 


do feel proud.” 

Now 33, Jonathan, who lives in Fen 
Ditton, shared his story for the second 
Cambridge Stammering Open Day, 
which took place last Saturday. An 
event designed to both raise awareness 
of stammering and offer support to 
people living with the condition, it was 
held at Ridgefield Primary School and 
was sponsored by the Dominic Barker 
Trust. 

The organisation was set up by 
Dominic’s parents in memory of their 
son, whose crippling stammer drove 
him to take his own life. 

“There is a real kinship in meeting 
other people who have stammers,” 
adds Jonathan. ‘And it can also be very 
inspirational, meeting people who’ve 
achieved their ambitions despite this 
added obstacle. You’re going through 
life without the easy communication 
skills most people take for granted and, 
inevitably, that does shape the route 
you take.” 

Jonathan says his stammer developed 
when he was a small boy. “I first 
became aware of it when I was 7 
or maybe 8, and at that point I was 
excused from reading aloud in class. 
The very fact I was excused suggests it 
had become an issue by then. 

“I can remember the teacher asking 
the class a question, knowing the 
answer and wanting to say it - but 
finding I couldn’t speak. It makes you 
feel inadequate. And, as a kid, you 
do blame yourself: who else is there 
to blame? Of course, it’s not actually 
anybody’s fault.

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“I still don’t know why I developed 
a stammer in the first place; no-one 
does. There’s a school of thought that 
says it’s a mechanical thing; another 
says it’s psychological. The truth is it’s 
probably a bit of both.” 

Jonathan’s speech problems 
intensified at school. “I was very 
fortunate: I was never bullied or 
picked on because of it. And I had a 
brilliant English teacher, who always 
gave me the option of reading in 
class or not: if I was feeling good, my 
speech would be much more fluent; if 
I was having a bad day, when I knew 
things weren’t going to go my way, I’d 
struggle to say anything.” 

In a bid to control his stammer, 
Jonathan tried umpteen techniques 
- from traditional speech therapy to 
meditation classes. But, he explains, 
there is no such thing as a miracle 
cure: “Even now, every time I open 
my mouth I have to think about my 
breathing, think about the words I 
want to say and how to say them. It’s 
a challenge. But I long ago realised 
there’s no point wishing it away: you 
have to work with what you’ve got - 
and try to make the very best of it.” 

Going to university to 
study publishing, Jonathan 
says his stammer continued 
to have a big impact. “I’m a 
pretty sociable person; I like 
going out with my friends. 

But I would often leave 
social events early: if I felt 
my speech was becoming 
unmanageable, I’d just slope 
off. 

“Part of the course 
involved giving presentations. A lot of 
people dislike public speaking; when 
you’ve got a stammer to contend with 
as well, it’s a bit of a nightmare, to be 
honest.” 

Jonathan confesses he ‘ruled out 
about 80 per cent of jobs because 
they involved speaking to the public’ 
and says his first job interview was 
‘horrendous’: “It was with a small 
publishing company in Cambridge. 

I could barely get a single word out. 
The interviewer was very patient and 
clearly wanted to give me a chance. 
But he did explain that he wouldn’t 
be able to offer me the position if I 
couldn’t manage my speech. It wasn’t 
personal, it was fair enough.” 

Jonathan says using the telephone 
was a particular stumbling block. 
“When you’re talking to someone face 
to face, they say 80 per cent of the 
communication is non-verbal. When 
you’re on the phone, it’s all about the 
voice - so that’s an added pressure. 

“My stammer has shaped a lot of my 
life. I ended up taking a whole series 
of jobs I didn’t really want - even 
washing pots - because the jobs I did 
want involved too much talking. In 
the end, I decided to take the plunge, 
go back to university and retrain.” 

A turning point came when, aged 
just 22, Jonathan was diagnosed with 
testicular cancer. Going through a 
gruelling three months of chemo - 
‘there were times of great worry, like 
being rushed into A&E at Christmas 
because I thought I’d found another 
lump’ - he says the experience gave 


him a new perspective. 

“Although you don’t realise it at 
the time, an experience like that does 
make you pause, reflect and rethink 
the direction you’re taking. It made me 
want to make a change; to get more 
out of life.” 

A first-class degree in graphic 
design from Anglia Ruskin followed. 
Now a designer for Play.com, based 
in Histon, Jonathan says he’s finally 
found his career niche: “I like what I 
do and I’m quite ambitious about it. 

It’s a big change.” 

Jonathan credits ‘constant support 
from family, friends and work 
colleagues’ with helping him control 
his stammer. “My parents have 
been extremely patient and very 
supportive.” 

And he says a local support group 
- Cambridge Self Help For Adults 
Who Stammer, founded by another 
recovering stammerer, Robert Coe - 
has also played an important part. “It’s 
been going for several years and I’ve 
been a member since the beginning. 
It’s nice to know you’re not alone.” 

A breakthrough happened last 
November, when Jonathan went 
through the acclaimed 
Starfish Programme. An 
immersive three-day 
course, run by Anne and 
David Blight, it teaches 
everything from breathing 
techniques to changing 
your mindset. 

“I don’t refer to myself as 
‘a stammerer’ any more,” 
explains Jonathan. “I’m a 
recovering stammerer. You 
can’t let the condition define you; it’s 
just a little part of who you are.” 

It’s clear that Jonathan’s success has 
also been fuelled by his sheer strength 
of will. “You do have to push the 
boundaries of your comfort zone. Last 
year, for example, I decided to take 
up a new sport - so I went along to a 
Korfball session, knowing no-one, and 
introduced myself. 

“There was a time when I couldn’t 
have done that. 

“It does require determination but, 
equally, it’s not like you have a choice: 
you have to get on with it.” 

Jonathan says dealing with other 
people’s reactions to his stammer can 
be a challenge in itself. 

“One of my friends used to laugh 
every time I stammered. I think it was 
embarrassment, not knowing what to 
do or say. Other people jump in and 
finish your sentences for you. My 
advice to anyone talking to someone 
with a stammer is ‘Be patient. Give 
them the time they need.’ 

“There are ways of gaining control 
over your speech: I’m proof of that. 
And I’d also encourage them to stay 
positive. Yes, there are tough times. 

But I wouldn’t be where I am today if I 
hadn’t been through tough times - and 
I’m in a really good place.”

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Punters think of their 
local pub as second 
office, says new poll 


PUBS are increasingly 
being used as a second 
office, with people using 
them as a work base as 
well as having a drink, 
according to a new report. 

A survey of 2,000 adults

cape the busy office to get 
through their to-do list.

A FTER forming in London in the 
mid-70s, The Stranglers came 
of age in the burgeoning British 
pub-rock scene. 

By the time punk exploded in 1976, 
the band - Hugh Cornwell, Jet Black, 
Dave Greenfield and JJ Burnel - had 
played in virtually every influential 
venue in the capital, winning fans and 
honing their performing skills. 

While not fitting the punk template 
quite as neatly as the likes of Sex 
Pistols and The Clash, there was 
enough snarling energy and power in 
their music for them to ride the wave 
while it lasted. 

"None of the other punk bands liked 


us,'' says Burnel. "It's funny hearing 
young bands mention us as an 
influence now, because back then no 
band would ever admit to liking 
us.'' 

He recalls a fateful incident in 
1976 when he had a fight with 
Paul Simonon of The Clash, with 
Simonon's bandmates, plus Sex 
Pistols, The Ramones and members 
of the music press on one side, and 
The Stranglers and their friends on 
the other. 

"It was more handbags and a bit 
of growling than anything,'' he says, 
"but from then on, the lines were 
drawn.'' 


As punk subsided, however, The 
Stranglers endured. And have 
continued to do so, releasing 17 
albums and touring ever since. 

"We've been around for so long and 
I think there's a bit of respect come 
our way recently,'' says Burnel. 

"We've always conducted ourselves 
in a certain way. We haven't released 
endless Best Of compilations and box 
sets, and so on. 

"There's always been new music 
and we've always tried new things, 
never imitating ourselves, so that's 
afforded us a bit more respect. We've 
ploughed our own furrow, whether 
people like us or not.'' 


A turning point came around 10 
years ago when Burnel isolated 
himself to write Norfolk Coast. 

For the first time in a long time, 
perhaps since original vocalist Hugh 
Cornwell's departure in 1990, the 
press were interested and new fans 
were drawn to the band. 

The renaissance continued with 
Suite XVI in 2006, and in 2012 was 
capped by Giants, the band's best 
and most acclaimed album since the 
mid-80s.

Review: Steptoe and Son 


STEPTOE and Son was originally 
presented as a TV sitcom 
written by Galton and Simpson 
and concerned two rag and 
bone men living in the fictional 
London road called Oil Drum 
Lane. 

The series was broadcast by 
the BBC from 1962 to 1965 
and due to the popularity it 
was followed by a second series 
in the 1970s. 

My own father was always 
glued to the box and loved 
the series, which focused on 
the conflict of Albert Steptoe, 
a "dirty old man'', set in his 
grimy and grasping ways and 
contrastingly, his 37-year-old 
son Harold who was filled with 
social aspirations, not to say 
pretensions of grandeur. 

Under the direction of John 
Mitchell and Jamie Maguire, 
NOMADS are presenting 
three episodes of this classic 
series at The Kings Theatre in 
Newmarket this week, with 
a brilliantly chosen line-up, 
having Steve Beach and Mark 
Scrivener as Albert and Harold 
Steptoe. 

The first playlet is A Star 
is Born and Harold joins 
the local amateur dramatic 
society, but of course, his dad 
manages, by chance, to be 
in on the scene and grab the 
star part. There is quite a bit 
of 'doubling up' throughout 
the evening and they are same 
excellent performances by 
Cherry Ackerley as Nemone, an 


actress, along with Colin Scott 
as director of the group. 

The Desperate Hours features 
the escape of two prisoners 
from Wormwood Scrubs, 
played by Mark Jackson and 
Alan Coogan as Spooner and 
Ferris. There is a remarkable 
likeness in characters and 
situations when these two 
intrude on the Steptoes. They 
also realise that they would 
probably be better off back 
in the Scrubs, but soon the 
barriers between prisoners and 
Harold and Albert are broken 
down. 

Oh, What a Beautiful 
Morning and Albert's brother 
dies and, of course, we have 
the bickering about whether to 
go to the funeral or not, and 
eventually the entire family 
turns up, with the intention of 
finding out who is in the will. 

There are some memorable 
moments throughout the 
evening, in particular the 
delivery of Albert's lines in the 
amateur dramatic play, and 
the game of cribbage in the 
second play and the poignancy 
between the two convicts. The 
voices of Harold and Albert 
are so like the original, and, 
too, are the mannerisms. It is 
a great team effort with the 
other parts played by Richard 
Clarkson, Kris Camden, Simon 
Wheeler, Angela Bishop, Teresa 
Baron, Alison Worthington, and 
Dani Swanson.

JACK THE GIANT SLAYER 

certificate 12A, 1h54m 

THE English folktale of jack 
and The Beanstalk is given a 
smart CGI-heavy makeover in 
this fast-paced fantasy. 

It takes the familiar story of 
magic beans and a blood¬ 
thirsty behemoth as the 
foundations for a delightfully 
old-fashioned tale of derring- 
do replete with a boo-hiss 
villain and swooning damsel 
in distress. 

A storybook opening sequence 
recounts the legend of King 
Erik, who, with the help of a 
magical crown, defeated the 
giants and banished them to 
their kingdom in the clouds. 
Many centuries later, farmboy 
Jack (Nicholas Hoult) is 
heading into town to sell 
his horse and cart when 
encounters a monk (Simon 
Lowe) bearing a pouch of 
stolen beans. “These beans 
have the power to change the 
world,” the holy man tells 
Jack, “so don’t lose them and 
whatever you do, don’t get 
them wet’’. 

That night a sudden deluge of 
rain causes one of the seeds 
to take root and a beanstalk 
rises terrifyingly into the sky, 
taking with it Jack’s home 
and Princess Isabelle (Eleanor 


Tomlinson), who happened to 
be passing in the downpour. 
When King Brahmwell (Ian 
McShane) learns of his 
daughter’s fate, he organises 
a search party including 
valiant knight Elmont (Ewan 
McGregor), his right-hand 
man Crawe (Eddie Marsan), 
Isabelle’s conniving fiance 
Roderick (Stanley Tucci), 
snivelling sidekick Wicke 
(Ewen Bremner) and, of 
course, Jack. 

At the top the beanstalk 
they discover an army of 
gargantuan warriors led by 
two-headed General Fallon 
(Bill Nighy, John Kassir) and 
his lieutenants, Fee, Fye, Foe 
and Fumm. 

Jack The Giant Slayer 
establishes a cracking pace 
and there are few pauses 
between the breathlessly 
orchestrated set pieces, 
including a first encounter 


with the giants viewed 
through Jack’s eyes as he 
holds his breath underwater. 
Hoult is an endearing hero 
who, despite being plagued 
by a fear of heights, comes to 
the fore in Isabelle’s hour of 
need.Their romance is sweet, 
tempered by Tucci’s delightful 
scenery-chewing as the 
Machiavellian traitor in the 
royal court. 

Parents may want to view 
the film before unleashing 
very young children into this 
fairytale realm because the 
violence is quite strong for 
a I2A certificate, including 
at least one member of 
supporting cast losing his 
head between a giant’s 
festering teeth. 

However, the bloodshed isn’t 
gratuitous and director Bryan 
Singer keeps most of the 
dismemberment off screen or 
blurred in the background.

Sowing the 

good seeds 


I F your lawn looks tired and tatty and is covered 
in weeds, moss and bare patches, it might be 
time to bite the bullet and sow a new one. 

The advantage of sowing a lawn from seed is 
obviously the cost - it is much cheaper to sow 
seed than to buy turves which may not be the 
exact quality you want and will also deteriorate 
rapidly if they are not laid as 
soon as you have bought them. 

You can also pick your day 
to sow. It doesn't matter if the 
weather suddenly turns frosty - 
you can just wait for it to warm 
up a bit. There is more of an 
urgency if you buy turf - and if 
you are having it laid for you, you 
can't pick and choose your day. 

With lawn seed, you can also 
select a number of different 
grasses which will be suitable for 
particular areas of your garden. If 
you have children you are likely to need a tougher 
variety than if you just want a velvety lawn which 
is rarely set foot upon. 

But remember that there is no point in buying a 
very fine grade unless you are prepared to cut it 
at least twice a week, feed it, water it and give it 
all the TLC it needs. 

Growing a lawn from seed requires much initial 


preparation of the soil. It is hard work, but it will 
be worth it in the end. 

You will need to dig the ground over thoroughly, 
to a spade's depth. If you have a really big area to 
sow, it may be worth hiring a rotavator, but make 
sure you get rid of all the weeds beforehand. 
Otherwise, a rotavator will simply chop up 
running roots which will then 
spread, encouraging weeds to 
spring up all over the place. 

If you have very heavy clay soil, 
lighten it with grit, which you 
need to dig in. Rotted manure or 
compost should be added to light 
soil to give it some substance. 

You can level minor humps and 
bumps as you go, but if the site 
is seriously uneven, you'll need 
to remove the topsoil and stack it 
somewhere, level off the subsoil 
and then replace the topsoil layer. 

Remember when digging that the clods need to 
be broken down or your lawn will end up uneven. 
Trample roughly dug earth with your feet and 
break up hard clods with the back of your garden 
fork. 

One of the most important jobs when sowing 
a new lawn is to consolidate the soil, firming the 
site as you go. Walk in overlapping steps, treading

over the whole area with your heels, before 
sprinkling on a general fertiliser such as blood, 
fish and bone or a special lawn fertiliser. You need 
to choose a day when the soil is fairly dry and not 
sticking to your boots. 

Finally, rake over the area and remove any 
remaining stones and debris, making sure that the 
surface level is firm, with no soft spots that will 
sink later. 

The surface should have a fine, crumbly texture. 
You may have to go over it a few times before it 
is how you want it. Once the soil is prepared, you 
are ready to sow. It is, in fact, best to sow in late 
summer or early autumn, when the ground is still 
moist, but April is also a good time, provided you 
don't do it during an excessively dry spell. Sow 
at around 50g per square metre and if you are 
unsure, practise first on a sheet of paper on the 
garage floor, marking the area into metre squares 
with canes and string. 

The late, great gardener Geoff Hamilton 
recommended an easier way of sprinkling the 
right amount of seed into a set area - stand with 
your feet wide apart, lean forward as far as you 
can go and that's about a square metre. 

Sprinkle two handfuls of seed over the area you 
are covering and that should be about the right 
amount. 

Once you have scattered the seed, rake it in 


with a spring-tine lawn rake - don't try to bury 
the seed or germination will be patchy - and 
then water if it doesn't rain within 24 hours. Try 
to use your finest rose on your watering can or 
sprinkler, though, or it will wash the seed into 
patches. 

You will also need to protect the new lawn 
from birds, which are prone to using the seed 
bed as a dust bath. Put up some posts with 
flapping strips of plastic attached to frighten them 
off. Seedlings should appear two to three weeks 
after sowing, and when the grass is two or three 
inches high, roll it lightly using the back roller of a 
cylinder mower with the cutting head held 
high. This firms down the soil lifted by the 
seedlings and encourages them to produce new 
shoots. 

After another few days, the lawn can be mown 
very lightly with the 
cutting blade at its 
highest. Don't cut the 
grass too closely in the 
first year and make sure 
it receives plenty of 
water when necessary 
- and try not to let 
the kids run riot in the 
first 12 months after 
sowing. mwn< wm tm ■»

4-2 WEEKS TO GO:

THE once maligned Skoda 
brand has been turned in to a 
huge triumph thanks to 
investment from Volks¬ 
wagen, and one would imag¬ 
ine thoughts of a similar level 
of success were going 
through Renault’s mind 
when they took control of 
Dacia in 1999, writes Phil 
Huff. 

Fourteen years later and 
the Romanian brand is final¬ 
ly ready to launch in the UK, 
spearheading their cost-con¬ 
scious attack with the Dacia 
Sandero and Duster. 

Slightly larger than a Ford 
Fiesta, the Sandero is a com¬ 
pact hatchback starting at 
just £5,995 for the Access 
model. There simply is not 
a cheaper car on the market, 
but does that make it good 
value? 


Out on the roads around 
Cambourne the Sandero felt 
very reasonable. It’s certain¬ 
ly comfortable enough for 
most, although there can be 
a fair bit of noise coming into 
the cabin from the engine 
and tyres. It goes, turns and 
stops without fuss, never 
doing any of them quite as 
quickly as you might expect 
from a Fiesta or Corsa, but 
without any drama. 

It’s all much the same with 
the Sandero’s big brother, 
the Duster. This sits on the 
same platform as the Sand¬ 
ero, another move towards 
cutting manufacturing costs, 
but is modified to produce a 
compact 4x4 crossover that 
comes in at 4.3 metres long. 
It’s aimed squarely at the Ni¬ 
ssan Qashqai and Skoda Yeti, 


or would be if it also didn’t 
undercut them by a signifi¬ 
cant margin. 

As with the Sandero, I 
tried the Access trim level. 
For the four wheel drive ver¬ 
sion tested you would need 
to pay just £10,995, but by 
keeping things as just two 
wheel drive a further £2,000 
can be saved. Once again 
you’re limited to white at 
this level, but the full range 
of colours open up if you 
spend a little more. 

Driving the Duster feels re¬ 
markably familiar - safe and 
predictable, but there’s real 
off-road capability with the 
Duster too. It might not be 
challenging the latest Range 
Rover, but it will be able to 
get you out of some very 
sticky situations. However, 


anything charm 


by sticking with the cheaper 
two-wheel drive option you 
do get a bigger boot. 

It is the interior that marks 
the biggest difference be¬ 
tween the two, the stretched 
platform offering much more 
space for occupants. The 
boot is also quite sizeable, 
with folding rear seats mak¬ 
ing it a remarkably practical 
proposition. 

Both cars are designed to 
be cheap to buy and run. 
There’s no pretending from 
Dacia that they’re something 
they’re not. There is a palpa¬ 
ble air of honesty about the 
cars, the budget price tag 
being worn like a badge of 
honour. 

For all their flaws, I’m con¬ 
vinced. I’ll have a base mod¬ 
el Duster please.
